Mermon by Kev. David Mitchell 
betore the St. Andrew's Society 


Rov, David Mitoholl, ono of the Chaplains 
of the BolleyilloSt Andrew's Socloty, preache 


the annual sermon before the Society in St. 
Andrew's Church yesterday afternoon, Ho 
chose bis text in Galatians, 2nd chapter and 


20th vereo: ‘IT am crucified with Obriat,” 
The following iss condensed account of the 
| sormon :— 

We moot this day to celebrate an anniver- 
sary wliarly dear to tho heart of oyory 
loyal Faotemas, the 30th of November boing 
the national. day of tbe lend from which we 
hail. Tho namo of St, Androw is enshrined 
in tho hearts of all Scotamen the world over, 
and they nover fail todo homage to the patron 
saint of. their native land, ‘The practico of 
honoring cur patron saint is peculiar to the 
character of the country, Whether or not we 
believe in patron saints, whether or not we 
consider it oither absard or eacrilogious to 
appropriate certain saints as the patrons of 
nationalition, it is still of interest to tind that 
Sootsmen throdghout the world regard tho 
namo of St, Andrew with affection and vener- 
ation, There is something in the charactor of 
this servant of God that appeals to cur syms 
pathica and * claims our respect. He was dis- 
tinguished from the other apostles by seve- 
ral prominent porsonal characteristics, ‘The 
logend which connects him with Scotland is 
romantic iu the extreme, The legend runs 
thus: After the persecution of the carly 
Christians and their subsequent dispersion, St, 
Andrew found in Greoce the field of his min- 
istry. There ho laborod until he incurred 
the wrath of the Roman pro-consul by his 
brave, honest words, and was put to death 
by ‘crucifixion. His romaing wore alter 
wards removed to Constantinople, and in- 
terred thore. Many years alter a monk 
named Regullus had a yision in which ho was 
commanded to disinter St, Andrew's bones 
anid remove them to an unknown shore. He 
did so, trusting to Providence, He was ship- 
wrecked on the coast of Fifeshire, and was 


received with kinduess by tho Pictish King,. 


who became converted to Christianity ond 
built a pile to the memory of St, Androw, 
in which the chest containing the bones of the 
saint was deposited. Near the coast where 
the monk Regullus was wrocked now stands 
tho city of Sr, Andrew's, and it is supposed 
that onthe site which was occupied by the 
pile whicb contained the apostle’s bones the 
great university of St, Androw’s now stands, 
This is the connection between St, Andrew 
and Scotland, Whether or not there bo an 
affinity betwoon St. Andrew and Scotemen 
there is no doubt that the former was a typical 
Scotsman. He wasa liboral, shrowd, thrifty, 
large-minded, earnest man. He waanot elo- 
quent, nor profound, but was undoubtedly 
cautious and clear sighted. In the firac record 
we haye of him, he shows one good quality of 
the typioal Scotsman—he liked to be in good 
company. He was a follower of John the 
Baptist, and it was by beiog in the company 
of this great and good man that he was one 
of the first to learn the true character and 
mission of Christ. This’ quality of our 
patron saint is worthy of close imitation, 
Alter learning the deep meaning of Christ’s 
life Andrew goes and brings bis brother Simon 
to the Master, Some people appear to over- 
look and despise individual conversions ; 
they aim at the conversion of the thousands 
and millions. Not so with Andrew. He 
worked from the individual asa centre, Aiter 
his own conversion his first thought was for 
his brother. This 1s a striking characteristic 
of our countrymen, Who is more careful of 
his own people, who more anxious for their wel- 
fare,than the typical Scot ?, The tiret thought 
of the true scottish father isfor the spiritual 
welfare of his little ones, and there is nothing 
deeper and stronger in nature than the anxiety 
felt by tho true Scottish mother for the relig- 
ious well-being of her children. It ia owing 
to this that Scotland is distinguished among 
the nations for the natural piety of her chil- 
dren. Let us maintain this distinguishing 
feature as Scotsmen. Let us remember that 
we are the deacendants, the representatives, 
of the grand old race of Vovenanters, Let 
as cherish, as we do Our very lives, that re- 
ligious inheritance which they bought with 
their blood. The next scend in which St 
Andrew is brought to our noticeis on the oc- 
casion of the miraculous feeding of the 5,0u0 
by Christ. When it dawned upon the minds 
of the disciples that the multitude had to be 
fed Philip was in despair; he thought it im- 
possible to accomplish it. But the shrewd 
Andrew at once set about thinking of the 
means whereby it might be done. ‘‘Lhere 
is,” he said, *‘a lad with five barley loaves and 
two small tiches—but what is that among so 
many? These Words were recorded to teach 
SB loos0u, “THORS wan but-a_amal) i 
of food, it is true; but Andrew thou a 
may as well do something with it, though it 
is but little.” He had unconsciously lit upon 
® grand principle—the principle that a little 
in the hands of God may become much, A 
little quantity of seod, hardly enough to feed 
one person for a day, when thrown into the 
ground will in time yield fruit sufficient foc 
the feeding ofa multitude. TheSt. Andrew’s 
Suciety should take a lesson from this action 
on the part of their patron saint. Whether 
we have little or much, let us act on St, 
Andrew's principle, and use what we 
have with the conviction that God, 
who gives the increase, will make it in- 
atrumental in accomplishing His own pur- 
poses. The last place in which St. Andrew 
is brought prominently to our notice is where 
the people were with hosannahs hailivg Christ 
as their king, A number of Greeks were curi- 
ous to see Him, and, addressing Philip, said, 
“Sir, we weuld seo Jesus,”” Philip was in 
ditficnlty; he did not kaow what to do about 
it. The Greeks were foreigners and aliens to 
the promises. In bis dithcalty he goes to 
Andrew and puts the case before him, 
the course he pursued Andrew showed his 
liberality, largo mindedness and kindness of 
heart. He did not thrust the Greeks away, 
as other disciples had: done under similar cir- 
cumstances, but he kindly went and laid the 
matter before the Master Himself, and by so 
doing the Greeks were brought within reach 
of tue heavenly and tender yoice of Jesus, 
The course which Andrew. pursued in this in- 
stance 1s worthy of close imitation by all 
Sootemon. Lotus be liberal and honest at 
the same time, Let us rejoicoto sit at 
the same table with men of every nationality 
and complexion. Lot us take St. Andrew as 
our example as well as our patron saint,

They next commenced to lighten 
the steamer of her deck load, and bad all 
the pumps at work to keep the water under, 
At 8 a.m. the decks wero deluged with wa- 
ter, the steamer laboring heavily and mak- 
ing water fast, caused by the seas washing 
over the decks, At 9a. m. the fires were 
out, and the engines stopped. The foresail 
sheet was text carried away, and the anil 
was lowerei down.

pression prevailed that as hot weather open- 
ed there would be a serious break in pricos, 
and that low values must of necessity pre- 
vail during July and early August at least. 
We never remember a season when the 
market presented so much uncertainty, and 
has been met with so much surprise, both 
by dealer and produocer,from week to week, 
as that of the current year. Some of our 
shrewdest buyers acknowledge that it was 
simply impossible to forecast the market, 
and that the trade was a “blind one’’ all 
the way along. Tho universal prediction 
that low prices must prevail during the 
“hoated term” has not been realized, for, 
with the exception of the weck ending June 
28th, thero has been no serious break in 
the market, and the logs that week was a 
surprise quite as inexplicable to the country 
Sealed as the sudden rebound during the 
following week. 

In referring to this dark week in the 
trade, the New York Bulletin thus roview- 
ed the situation in the issue of Juno 26th : 
“Tho past two weeks may with safety be 
recorded as among the most remarkable in 
tho history of tho cheese trade of this port. 
Taking on entire season through, the 
shrinkage on pricehas been greater, but 
among the oldest and bast posted operators 
wo are unable to find one who can recall so 
greata loss inso short a period. On the 
11th inst. (June) the valuation on tho best 
stocks was 11 cents per pound, and to-day 
(26th) 74 to 74o, is really all that can be 
named for a top figure, with business slow 
at that, Unquestionably the primary cause 
of all this difficulty was the great ‘boom’ 
given hay cheese, which ran prices up to 
such an attractive level that production 
was not only wonderfully stimulated, but 
every maker became a little anxious to 
realize, and the moment signs of reaction 
were shown stocks were rushed forward, 
‘pell-mell’ until the supply gradually gain- 
ing volume carried everything before it, 
and broke down values as above noted, 
The Liverpool price has in the meantime 
gone off from 67s. to 49s., with shippers 
not only moderate operators but some of 
the principal ones, withdrawing entirely, 
as the losses steadily accruing on paroela 
afloat were considered quite sufficieat with- 
out running greaterrisk. Indeed a notice- 
able and important feature upon the mar- 
ket hus been the futility of reducing cost to 
attract demand, Not that sellers could 
have acored a single point by standing 
out, a8 some decline at least . was 
inevitable, but it was _ terribly 
discouraging that with the losses submitted 
to, it should not haye proved a factor to 
secure more attention from buyers. No 
one, however, appeared to have courage to 
handle cheese either for shipment or cold 
storage, and such surplus as receivers were 
unable to send forward on consignment, has 
literally gone begging fora market. It has 
beon simply an impossibility to give 4 posi- 
tive line of values, and whils the qualities 
below choice and fancy have been graded 
down in guotationa to about their relative 
positions, it has been no unusual occur- 
rence for dealers to vary fully one cent per 
pound in naming a price for the same class 
of stock with views based upon actual sales.

The column of freights shows consider- 
able varation in the cost of transport, and 
more, it seems to us, than it ought.

Miser A Wealthy Recluse 
Saved trom Death. 


Monrreat, Dec, 2 A caso of oxtrome 
misorliness has come to the notice of the 
authorities. In the east ond of the city, 
on Lagauchetiore street has resided for 
many years in an old and dilapitated house 
of three-storeys an elderly maiden lady 
in a state of comparative destitution, 
She led the lifeof a recluse, and was al- 
most unknown by sight to her nearest 
neighbors.

With humiliation must it be confessed 
that, in point of genuine unadulterated 
ponsation, Hastings County must yleld 
the palm to tho hitherto hum-drum and 
slow-going old county of Princo Edward. 
It is but a fow months since an exhilarating 
murder took place in the neighberhood of 
Consecon, and the good folks of that region 
havo hardly had time to recover from tho 
excitoment of the event before another 
sensation is furnished which almost, if not 
quite, equals it in its power of impressing 
the minda of the country folk, The now 
sonsation is, plainly and simply, a ghoat 
story. Whatover truth there isin it, it 
has taken such a powerfol hold onthe 
minds of some of the older and moro 
superstitious of the county people living in 
the neighborhood that they are firmly of 
opinion that the end of the world is close 
at hand, and are making preparations for 
their heayonly journey. We will lay the 
facts, so far as we have been enabled to 
learn thom, before our readers, and allow 
them to draw their own conolusion from 
them. 

The scone of the ghost story is in the 
third concession of the township of Amelias- 
burg. For many weoks past it has been 
whispered that the house of one well-to-do 
farmer living near the Centre Mothodist 

Church (we are not yet at liberty to mention 
names) was haunted. Often, when the 
family have been absent at night and the 
house has been locked up, certain windows 
in it have suddenly become illuminated, 
and in othera strange looking lights have 
been seen flitting to and fro, Men have 
been set to watch the house in the absence 
of the family, No ono, they declare, could 
have entered the house during this time 
without their being aware of it, and yet the 
same weird lights appeared. The mystery 
is as yet inexplicable, except on the theory 
that the lights are produced by some super- 
natural agency—which theory the good 
people of the vicinity have from ‘the first 
inclined to, and have now accepted with 
implicit confidence. The lights, however, 
are not the strangest part of the story, 
They are merely a prelude, as it were—an 
introduction to the mysterious and awful 
circumstance which follows. In a house 
nearly half a mile distant from the one in 
which the strange lights appeared lives a 
miller, and his mill is situated near his 
house. Fortwo woeks past the miller, 
while passing from his house to the mill, 
has heard sounds coming from the house 
like the wailing of an infant. As he has 
nosmall children in his family, this has 
troubled him not a little, and he has spoken 
of it to several friends ; but he received no 
aid from them, as they treated his story 
with ridicule and assured him that the 
baby-ories were the products of his own im- 
agination. ‘Lhis did not satisfy the worthy 
miller, however, as he had never before 
known his imagination to play him such 
tricks. One day a bright thought struck 
him. The noise was merely the yowling 
of a cat. He ran into the house, secured 
all the doors, and searched the house from 
cellar to garret, in every nook and cranny ; 
but no cat waa forthcoming, As soon as 
he went out he heard the pitiful wailing 
again. He now beganto get thoroughly 
terrifed as well as mystified, and the 
strange sounds became the prevailing 
thought of his mind. At length the mys- 
tery was cleared up—at least to the minds 
of the people living in the neighborhood. 
One day toward the close of last week a 
farmer came from a distance to see the 
miller on business. He went to the mill, 
but the miller was not there. He then 
went to the house and rapped at the door, 
but no one answering his knock he opened 
the door and wentin. On entering, he 
heard the cry of an infant, and passing on 
into the room from whence the cry pro- 
ceeded, hesawa cradle standing in the 
centre of the floor, and in it was an infant, 
crying luatily. He went upto the cradle 
with the intention of rocking it. As he 
went to place his hand upon it a woman 
suddenly appeared on the other sido of the 
cradle, She was of medium height, with 
long dark hair hanging loosely down her 
back, and with large dark eyes which had 
8 fixed, vacant expression in them, She 
was enyeloped in a white flowing robe, 
which reached to her feet.

THE BILL DISMISSED, AND A WRIT OF AS- 


HISTANCK GRANTED, 


(From the Globe, Dee. 6.) 


Tho suit of the Grand Junction Railway 
Company against the Midland Railway 
Company came up for argument in the 
Court of Ohancery before Vice-Ohaneellor 
Blake on Saturday, ‘The billin this case 
was filed by the Grand Junction Railway 
Company against the Midland Company 
claiming that they were entitled, as the 
lessees of the Uobourg and Peterborough 
Railway Company, to the possession of a 
certain portion of railway track formorly 
owned by the Peterborough and Chemong 
Railway Company. The piece of land in 
dispute is situated in the yillage of Ash- 
burnham, opposite the town of Peter- 
borough, lying between the north aide of 
Elizabeth-street and where the bridge of 
the Cobourg and Peterborough Railway 
crosses the Otonabee River. The land 
comprises altogether from one-third to 
one-half of a mile of track. It was origin- 
ally built by the Peterborough and 
Chemong Railway Company about the year 
1867, and was used for about six years, 
when its use was discontinued in conse- 
quence of the breaking down of the 
Cobourg Uompany’'s railway bridge across 
Rice Lake, In 1868 the rails from the 
piece now in dispute were taken up by the 
Midland Company, who claimed to have 
acquired the rights of the Peterborough 
and Ohemong Company, and they were laid 
on the Midland company’s extension 
to Lakefield, From that time till 1872 
the land remained . yacant and un- 
used, in which year the Cobourg and 
Peterborough Company, under an Act of 
Parliament authorizing them to extend 
their line to Chemong Lake, filed a plan 
and book of reference under the statate, 
and claimed to appropriate this piece of 
land as the abandoned line of the Peter- 
borough and Chemong road. They then 
laid their rails and their road over it, cop- 
structed a bridge across the Otonabee river, 
and built their line to Ohemong lake ; but 
they have not used the road as a running 
railroad, owing to their failure to complete 
the connection by rebuilding the bridge 
across Rice Lake, In July of this yearthe 
Cobourg Company leased this part of their 
Chemong branch to the Grand Junction 
Railway Oompany by a porpetual lease, 
and the latter ea ae up the rails 
for the purpose, as alleged, of repairing the. 
track and narrowing the gaugedultlle 
their rails wore thas taken PB. ea oral 
for that purpose, the Midland Oom 
entered into ion of the piece in dis- 
ute and nid ties and rails upon it. The: 
‘Grand Junction Company then commenced 
this suit, and pending its issue they built 
their track up to the piece in question, in- 
tending to resume possession of it and relay 
their rails upon it. 

Hector Cameron, Q.0., and Chas. Moss 
appeared for the plaintiffs, and J. A. Boyd, 
Q.O. and Walter Cassels for the defendants. 

Mr, Cameron, for>the plaintiffs, urged 
the claims of the Grand Junction Company. 
as based on their stationary, power to buil 
a road to Petorbore!.aad ou she Act of last 
session giving them the power to lease 
from the Cobourg and Peterboro’ Company. 
He contended that in 1875 the existence of 
the original Peterboro’ aud Ohemong Com- 
pany expired. The Act required that they 
should finish their road-in ten years from 
1866, and if they failed to doso they 
actually ceased to exist asa. corporation, 
The Act of 1866 began with a recital to the 
effect that the original Act had expired 
without the completion of the yndertaking, 
and it expreased the desire of the stock- 
holders that the port on the road which 
had been built, together with the franchise 
and the property of the Company, should 
be sold to the highest bidder. He urged 
that the Act did not recreate the Company, 
but it provided for the sale of the road and 
for its amalgamation with another com- 
pany. This revival under the statute was 
for the particular purpose of sanctioning 
that sale and giving it the protection of the 
Court of Chancery. There was no general 
and complete revival of the powers and 
rights of the Company, and the defendants 
relied for their title and claim in the pro- 
perty upon the sale alleged to have been 
made in 1871. The transfer of the road 
was made in 1871, and the deed that had 
been putin, whioh rested entirely on the 
Act of 1866, was, he contended, utterly 
void on the face of it. The Oompany had 
lost their stationary powers by expiry, and 
the land should have reverted to the 
original grantors, Taking the most 
liberal view of the case, the revival 
wasa qualified one, extending only for 
five years, so that on the 15th Auguat, \871, 
the revised charter begamoe defunct, and 
under the geyeral provisions of tho statute 
its ourporate existence came to an ond, and 
its powers ontirely ceased, That, then, was 
their statutory position at the time the 
Cobourg Company cameinto possession, The 
plaintiffs now claimed thatin Nov., 1872, 
when the Oobourg Company—having un- 
doubted statutory authority to build a road 
from their terminua to Ashburnham to 
Lako Chomong—tiled their plans and books 
of reforende,in due course, they had a right 
to acquire and take, for the purpose of their 
road, any land that had at one time been 
used as part of a railway, 

In conclusion, he referred to the genoral 
aspoots of tho caso, stating that the only 
use which the Midland Company proposed 
to make ‘of the land wag that of 4 lumber 
awitch by hacking down from Ashburnham 
and ho contended that the public interest 
required, as the tatute itself gavo, tho pra. 
ferential right tathe eompany using it as 
part of their main line, a the plaintiffs 
proposed todo. Publio and general con- 
yenience should not be subjected to this 
subsequently revived olaim after twelve 
years of disuse of this road on the part of 
the defendants, to the detriment of a com- 
pany who acquired the road and was going 
to use it as part of an important and main 
line of railway. ;

powors, that some further Act of Parlia 
ment bhould bo passed, The effect of the 
Act of 1866 was to re-veat the land in the 
grantors or donors, aud no right waa recog:

Mr. Boyd argiwd! briefly for the defonce, 
contending that the title to the land was 
in the Poterboro’ and Cheniong Oompany, 
and that it by conveyance passed from 

















































thom to the defendants. The plan filed by 
the Cobourg Company was not accompanied 
by the statutory notice, and they were 
merely trespassors, going on tho property 
without notice of the rights of the plaintiffs. 
There was no intention to forfeit by the 
Act of 1866 any part of the road. It was 
quite compotent to build « part, and as to 
that part they had all the powers of the 
Act. Whon the Cobourg Company took 
possession ofthe lands it was clear that 
they did not take the steps required by the 
statute and there was no power in the Act

was entirely dismantled, intersected by 
Stroots, interrupted by fences,and altogeth- 
er out of repair. The entire issue rested 
upon the question of title, and the deter- 
mination ofthat point would settlé the 
whole matter. 

Mr, Cassels, also for the defendants, al- 
luded to the circumstances of Mr. Bickford 
and his men haying,coatrary to the injunc- 
tion of the Court, taken forcible possession 
of the land, by which they were now in 
possession. In 1872, at all events, the 
Obemong Company were the owners of 
these lands; they had completed their line 
from Elizabeth Street to Nassau Mills, a 
distance of four miles, and it was useless to 
charge them with having abandoned it. If 
the business of the country had required it 
they might have relaid that portion of the 
road at any time, and they retained it, 
contemplating atime when the Cobourg 
road might be revived and the millowners 
might require its use, 

His Lordship in giving judgment review- 
ed very fully the circumstances of the case- 
and decided generally in favor of the de- 
fendants. Whatever right there was in the 
Oobourg and Peterborough Railway they 
had no right whatever to give, and there 
was nothing to acquire under the Act in 
favor of the plaintiff. The result was that 
there would have to be a declaration in 
favor of the defendants that they were en- 
titled to this piece of land in dispute, and 
a writ of assistance would haye to go in 
their fayor to put them in possession of it. 
So far as the latter branch of the relief was 
concerned, he would not have felt so much 
inclined to give it to the defendants as 
against the plaintiffs, excepting that during 
the pendancy of this suit the plaintiffs had 
chosen to take the law into their own hands 
and turn the defendants out of possession 
of the land. When the bill was filed the 
defendants were in possession, and the 
plaintiffs came to court to haye an sdjudi- 
cation of their rights. 1n place of waiting 
for that, they had chosen to take forcible 
possessicn of the property. He thought 
from this that it was the duty of the Qourt 
to enforce the right of the defendants with 
all the aid that it could give, and, there- 
fore, to allow a writ of assistance to issue.

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Zadkiel's Predictions For 1881.

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a THE BASUTO WAR.

TOE RELIEF OF MATETEZENG—GALLANT CON- 
DUOT OF THK CAPE VOLUNTBEERS—NO DB- 
SPICABLE FOR, 

Brigadior-Gonoral Olarke, the Command- 
ant-General of the Colonial Forces, effect- 
ed tho relief of Mafeteng on the 19th of 
October. His guns and mortars, and up- 
wards of forty waggons and ambulances, 
besides spans of slaughtered oxen for the 
garrison, agit was known Mr. Barkley’s 
gallant band and Oarrington’s force wore 
in want of provisions, having been for 
sevoral days on rations of horas-flesh. 
They formed a considerable train as they 
marched for their camp on the Free State 
border—the 1st Oape Mounted Yeomanry, 
uncer the Colonel Bravant, being the ad- 
vance guard and supports ; the 2nd Yeo- 
manry, under Colonel Southey, and the 
Oape Mounted Rifles flanking detatch- 
ments ; and the Srd Yeomanry, Kimberley 
Horse, and Captain Hunt’s Volunteers the 
rearguard. The lst Oity Rifles (Graham’s 
Town), Prince Alfred’s Guard (Port Eliza- 
both), and the Mohali’s Hook contigent 
marched on the left of the column, and 
the Duke of Edinburgh’s Own Volunteer 
Rifles (Oapetown) at the right, 

The morning broke fine, and it was all 
that could be desired, and _ there 
was great enthusiasm among the 
troops. About a mile and a_ half 
after crossing the border the enemy 
opened a dropping fire from the ridges to 
the left of the line of advance, but with 
little effect. Large numbers of men were 
seen coming down the hills beyond, but 
they were checked by shells, and took 
coyer behind the ridges, from which they 
kept up a lively fire at long range. Hither- 
to the road had beon fairly open, and the 
‘ong range prevented the fire from being 
very destructive to either side, About tive 
miles fromthe border stands a rugged 
koppl, called the Kallibane, and the road 
runs to the right of it. It was folly ex- 
pected that astand would be made here, 
and jast before reaching it the Oape Mount- 
ed Rifles and one gun were detached to 
take possession of a ridge about one hun- 
dred yards to the right of the road. This 
ridge was found to be unoccupied by the 
enemy; but on the left of the road, between 
500 yards and 600 yards distant, the rebels 
kept up agalling firefrom the top of a 
grassy acclivity sloping upwards from the 
road. The Graham’s Town, Kowie, and 
Hast London troopsof the Ist Yeomary, 
Oaptain Dalgetty, the adjutant,ip command 
when this point was reached were sent out 
skirmishing onthe left. Suddenly, taking our 
men wholly by surprise,a body of mounted 
Basutos, several hundred strong, charged 
trom behind the hilly ridge, cutting off the 
skirmishers from behind and mixing up 
withour mon, of whom about 20 were 
assegaied before the supports of the 2nd 
Yeomanry conld be brought up to the res- 
cue. The Basutos, haying effected their 
object, then made away at full speed over 
the rise, from the top of which they kept 
up asmart fire. The whole affair up to 
this stage had not lasted five minutes. The 
2nd Yeomanry and a portion of the Ist 
Regiment being brought up they charsed 
the hill, and aamuaco-engagement ensued, 


a village, invisible from. the road, set on 
firo. This disaster appears to have been 
occasioned entirely by moving up to the 
brow of the ridge without throwing outa 
few men as an advance to crown the ridge 
before advancing. The Basutos evidently 
planned the affair, decoying on the yeomanry 
troops to the brow of the hill, their main 
body being concealed behind it. As soon 
as their decoys came over the ridge the 
charge was made with velocity, Forty men 
of the Cape Town Rifles were told off as an 
ambulance corps, with two officers, Lieu- 
tenants Daniell and Stevens, and these, 
w.th Dr. Hartley, went onthe field under 
fire and brought out the wounded. There 
is no doubt many lives would here have 
been saved if the yeomanry had been arm- 
ed with swords or revolvers in addi- 
tion to their carbines. The officers 
used their swords and not one was killed, 
though they had a narrow escapes. One 
trooper saved his life with a large knife, 
stabbing a number of Basutos with it. An- 
other, receiving a stab from an assegai, 
discharged his carbine at the enemy when 
within a few inches ; then, quickly reload- 
ing with the greatest cooless, fired, shoot- 
ing another ; then pulled out the asseyai, 
battleaxe, and knobkerries, besides their 
rifles, 

The rebels afterwards appeared in large 
force, apparently purposely refraining from 
& decisive engagement,but hovering around 
both flanks, eager to make a sudden attack 
whenever an apportunity presented itself. 
Meanwhile, the Prince Fred’s Guards and 
Graham’s Town Volunteers were engaged 
on the left skirmishing. Oolonel Southey’s 
troop of Yeomanry took and burnt a neigh- 
boring village, killing several of the enemy, 
and taking two prisoners. At the time the 
waggons were waiting near Kalibane for 
the killed and wounded of th: Ist 
Yeomanry to be brought in, a charge was 
made on the right front by a party of 300 
to 400 Basutos at fullspeed; but the Duke 
of Edinburgh’s Own (Oape Town) Rifles 
received them with a severe and well-direct- 
ed volley at 600 yards, which made them 
wheel right away to the hillsagain, The 
enemy forsome time kept upa hot fire 
from the mountain upon the Duke of 
Edinburgh’s Own Rifles while the latter 
were supporting the Yeomanry, Oapo 
Mounted Riflos, and Spriggs’s Own, who 
were skirmishing on the right. The Rifles 
had to receive the fire of the enemy with- 
out reply, the bullets flying all about them 
as thoy lay down; but they behaved ina 
very cool manner, and, owing to the excel- 
lent way in which they were placed by their 
captain (Whindus), no casualties occur- 
rod, As the rebels fro was increasing, three 
shells wore thrown into the mountain, which 
dislodged them.

RELATIONS BETWEEN BRAZIL 
AND CANADA, 

Mr. W..J, Pattorson, the clover Seorotary 
to the Board of Trade and Corn Exchange 
Association of Montreal, has published a 
very able pamphlet on the abovo subject, 
which cannot fail to be of considerable im- 
portance to the trade of the country, From 
this authority we learn that woollens, cot- 
tons, butter, flour, petroleum, &o., may be 
exported profitably to that country, and 
that tanners may be able to obtain hides 
direct from South America via the Canadian 
sea-board. As to butter, the kind that 
best meots the requirements of the trade 
is carefully put up in tins containing 1 1b. 
or 2 Ibs. each,and thesojare packed in boxes 
holding about 200 Ibs. weight. The best 
October butter of Canada, if very carefully 
packed, would, it is believed, find a ready 
and profitable market in Brazil. Tho best 
quality of flour will also find a ready mar- 
ket there. The trade in question promises 
substantial results, as the products of the 
Dominion and South America naturally 
yary greatly, and cach isin a position to 
furnish what the other requires. It ought 
therefore to be encouraged as far ag possible, 
The Globe states that it ia definitely deter- 
mined to make Montreal the Canadian 
terminal point of the line while navigation 
is open, and Halifax the winter port for the 
present. When the new line of railroad is 
constructed to St. John that point will be 
alternately used in winter, as four hundred 
miles on the distance to be traversed will 
be thussayed. St. Thomas in the West 
Indies and Pernambuco in Brazil will be 
places of call, with Rio de Janeiro as the 
southern terminal port. 

THE IRISH TROUBLES.

Governor-General opened the third session 
of the fourth Parliament of the Dominion 
with tho following 

SPEECH FROM THE THRONE, 
Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate : 


Gentlemen of the House of Commona ; 

In oponing this, the Third Session of the 
present Parliament, I have to offer you my 
sincere congratulations on the bountiful har- 


vest with which Canada has been blessed, as 
woll ag on the undoubted return of her Com- 
mercial prosperity, and tho substantial de- 
velopment of her various industries, 

During the reooss my advisers thought tho 
time opportune for making another attempt to 
carry out the declared preference of Parlia- 
ment for the construction ant operation of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway by means of on 
Incorporated Company, aided by granta of 
money and land, rather than by the direct ac- 
tion of tho Government, 

Three of my Ministers thorefore proceeded 
to England for the purpose of carrying on 
nogotiations to that end. 

Tam pleased to be able to inform you that 
their efforta were so far successful that a 
contract has been entered into, subject to the 
approval of Parliament, with mon of high 
financial standing in Europe, tho United States 
and Canada, for the speedy construction and 
permanent working of this great national en 
terprise. 

The contract and the papera connected 
therewith, will be submitted to you without 
delay, and I invoke for them your carly a d 
earnest consideration, 

With this viow I hayo summoned you before 
the usual period, as no action can be taken by 
the Contractors to prosecute the work, and 
no permanentarrangement for the organization 
of a systematio Emigration from Juropo to 
ths North West Territories, can be satisfac- 
torily made until the policy of Parliament 
with respect to the Railway has been decided 

Steady progress has been made in the con- 
struction of those portions of the Railway now 
under contract. Two additional sections 
have been recently opened for traflic, one 
from Winnipeg to Portage la Prairie, the 
other from Cross Lake to Keewatin; so that 
there are now in all 264 miles in operation, 

You will be glad to learn that the measures 
adopted to promote economy in tho working 
of the Intercolonial and Prince Edward Island 
Railways have resulted ina large reduction 
of the iferencé between Revenue and Expen- 
diture: and that the steadily iucreasing traffic 
warrants the expectation that during the 
current year these Railways will be self-sus- 
taining. 

I have the gratification of informing you 
that Her Majesty’s Government has generous- 
ly presented to Canada for training school 
purposes, the steam corvette Charybdis, lately 
returned from service inthe Chinese Sas. 
The correspondence on this subject will be 
laid before you. 

Thaye thought it well, in consideration of 
the increasing duties thrown by the develop-

Tne report of the commissioners will, I 
believe, be ready to be laid before you at an 
early day; and I ask for your consideration of 
such report and of the whole subject of Civil 
Service Reform. 

A measure for the enlargement of the 
boundaries of the Province of Manitoba will 
be submitted to you. 

I greatly regret being obliged to state that 
the entire failure of the usual food supply of 
the Indians in the North West, to which I 
called your attention last eeesion, has con- 
tinued during the present season, and has in- 
volved the necessity of a large expenditure in 
order to save themfrom absolute starvation. 
Several of the Bands have, howeyer, olready 
applied themselves to the cultivation of theic 
Reserves and the care of their cattle. No 
effort will be spared to induce the whole of 
the aboriginal population to betake themselves 
to aeriealcaral pursuits,

‘The Pacific Railway. 


With commendable ptomptitude the 
Government «have laid before Parliament 
and thé’ country the contract which they 
have provisionally made with a syndicate 
of capitalists forthe cvnstruction, main- 
tenance and working of the Pacific Rail- 
way. The reader will gather from the 
perusal of the document in question, which 
is published in full in other columns, that 
none of the guesses hazarded by the 
Opposition presasasto the provisions of 
agreement were quite correct, although 
some of "them were alleged to haye been’ 
made upon ‘‘uadoubted authority.” 

e. main points of the agreement are as 
follows: The Government undertake to 
comiplete thesettions now under contract, 
sayé one, and to construct the line from 
Yale to Port Moody—a distance of 90 miles. 
The syndicate to constrict the remaining 
portion of the line—the whole of which,in- 
cluding the sections already built and those 
at present under ¢ontract—is td become 
the property ‘of the, Oompany, who, how- 
ever, shall repay the ;money expended on 
the section of one hutidred miles west of 
Winnipeg, now under contract, up to the 
time that the same shali be taken out of 
the hands of the contractors. The amount 
of security ‘to be deposited | with tho Gov- 
ernment by the contractors is one million 
of dollara, and the contractors shall ‘for- 
everetticiontly maintain, work and run the 
Canadian Pacific Railway.” 

Before particularizing as to the subsidy? 
it is Necessary ,in order'to avoid confusion, 
to state that material changes have been 
made in the momenclature of the sections. 
That formerly known as the Lake Superior 
section becomes the Eastern section,extend- 
ing from the janction with the Canada 
Central to Thunder Bay junction, The 
Thunder Bay branch, from Lake Superior 
to Selkirk, becomes the Lake Superior sec- 
tion. The Central section extends from 
Selkirk to Kamloops, and the Western 
section thence tothe Pacifie’ There will‘ 
be no subsidy for the Lake Superior and 
Western sections, which will be construct- 
ed by the Government. For the Eastern 
section (650 miles) the subsidy iz to be $15,-

|Eight Years of Missionary 
Labor in Formosa. 


LECTURE AND SERMONS BY REV. DR. MACKAY, 


THE LECTURE, 

Thore was a good audience in St. An- 
drow's Church on Saturday ovoning on tho 
occasion of the lecture by Roy. Dr. Mackay, 
the well-known Presbyterian missionary to 
thé Island of Furmosa, on the condition of 
After 
a hymn had been sung and a prayer offered 
up by Roy, D. Mitchell, Rev. M. W. Mo 
Lean introduced the lecturer. Rey, Dr. 
Mackay is a man rathor undor the average 
height, with a slender but woell-knit frame, 
His dark, deep-set eyes look from undor a 
lofty brow, and his faco has tho pallor so 
often seon in the faces of hard students, 


His board is black and he wears it long, 
Ho is evi- 











dently a man of roatloss enorgy, of intense 
vitality, and of great strength of will. He 
is a good plain speaker, his voice being 
pleasing though not powerful. He is in- 
tensely in earnest in whatever he says, and 
retains the complete attention of the 
audience throughout. He began his lec- 
ture by a reference to the Chinese language 
and people. The Chinese, ho said, aro 8 
peculiar pooplo, and their language is a 
peculiar one. Thoroare 214 radical char- 
acters in the language, and these aro made 
with strokes ranging from 1 to 17 in) each 
character, The number of primitive char- 
acters is 124. The total number of char- 
acters, made from joining radical and 
primitive characters, is60,000. One beau- 
tiful instance of the joining of the two 
kinds of characters into one character is 
seen in the one which stands for filial piety. 
It represents the primitive character at the 
top supportei by the radical character bo- 
low—thus representing an old man sup- 
ported by his son. Inno country in the 
world is age so much respected as in China. 
The language is written from top to bottom 
and from right to left.; In the ancient 
classics of the language there arenumerous 
references made to the ‘Supreme Qontrol- 
ler,” and these’ classics existed ages before 
Confucius, who lived more than 500 years 
before Christ. 
““T have myself,” ssid the lecturer, 
“counted 179 references to God in these 
ancient writings, and such references are 
always with respect to His goodness, truth 
and mercy.” | One. character, meaning 
‘Everlasting,’ contains. all the. strokes 
used io the formation of the 60,000 char 
acters. QOhinese is like no other language. 
It has'no deelensions, no conjugations. 
There are eight distinct tones, and the 
same ound ‘uttered indifferent ‘tones ~ has 
different meaniags. The lecturer gaye an 
illustration by uttering a word sounding 
like ‘‘cow” in the eight’ different tones, 
The first meant, to drain dry ; the second, 
to approach; the third, a pencil; the 
fourth, a monkey ; the fifth, a tree ; the 
Sixth, thick; the seventh, heat; the 
eighth, to turn over, Theoretically, the 
Ohineso language is monosyllabie ; practi- 
cally itis polysyllabic.

tive generations, and then placed for pre- 
servation in the temple, 

The tricks, cruoltivea nnd pretensions of 
the Chinowo soroorers wore then described. 
They weo bad spirits from sick people by 
inviting them into a bunch of rico straw, 
which they say is warm and dry and ploas- 
ant. When the devils are supposed to 
have come out the sorcerers punish thom 
by throwing salt and uncooked rice into the 
air, These sorcerers often thrust their 
swords through their own cheeks in order 
to secure the awe of the people. 

The lecturer closed with an oloquent 
peroration, in which ho earnestly 
oxhorted all who believed in the truth of 
the gospel to stand firmly by it themsolves 
and help to have it preached to others who 
are in darkness. 

A collection in aid of thy Formosa mis- 
sion was then taken up, aud after singing a 
hymn tho benediction was pronounced and 
the audience dispersed, 

THE SERMONS, 

Rey. Dr. Mackay preached to very large 
congregations yosterday—in John Street 
Church in the morning, and in St, Andrew's 
Church in the evening. The two sermons 
(or rather addresses) consisted of a connect- 
ed narrative of the speaker's labors in 
Formosa. Ho did not choose any text, but 
begar. at once the narrative of his experi- 
ences, Which he told in plain and simple, 
but very graphic language. If the Ohurch 
had always boon faithful to her duty, he 
said, it would not now be necessary to send 
missionaries to heathen countries to preach 
the Gospel. The Gospel would now be 
equally known in every part of the earth. 
The Church has not performed her duty in 
the past in this respect, nor is she yet tho- 
roughly, aroused to it. It is the duty of 
every christian man and woman to do all 
that isin his or her power to spread the 
Gospel in heathen lands, bechuse this is 
expressly commanded by Jesus Christ. We 
shrink from yioluting the commandment 
{Thou shalt not kill,” and yet do not hes- 
{tafe to violate the commandment ‘Go ye 
into all the world and preach the Gospel to 
every creature,’’ Both of these are com- 
mandments of Jesus. It is as sinful to dis- 
obey one as to disobey the other, Jesus 
did not commandall to go. He never gave 
an unreasonable, command, | But in these 
words he!commanded all those who could 
not go to help those who could and would, 
The commatid has been woefully neglected. 

The speaker then went on to deacribe the 
island of Formosa, the scene of his past 
and future labore. It was conquered and 
taken 230 years ago by the Chinese, who 
drove the aborigines to the oastern side of 
the island, while they settled in the wert. 
It is inhabited in the west by 8,000,000 
Chinese, and in the wooded and mountain- 
ous partin the east by 100,000 davages. 
The Ohinese part is dotted with small ham- 
lets, towns, and walled cities. Tho houses 
are nearly all one-story structures, in which 
the whole family lives together. Temples 
abound everywhere, and they are filled 
with idols of all sizes, descriptions, and 
materials,to the number of many thousands 
in each temple. 


The Chinese are a strangely contradictory 
people, They ure an intellectual race. Ln 
this respect they stand on a level with any 


nation—Twaoorthree hundred years ago 
a number of the wise M6” UP+ths-ampire 
were entrusted with the compilation of an 
encyclopedia, and in afew years an ency- 
clopadia was compiléd which treats exhauat- 
iyely of every suibfeut’ then known of and 
which consists of 23,937 large volumes, 
Within the past century 10,000 yolumes 
more haye been added to it. This encyclo- 
predia is the greatest intellectual undertak- 
ing the world has seen.’ More than 4,000 
years ago the Chinese grasped the idea that 
the mind was the man,and this is what has 
enabled them to preserye their nationality 
through such an immenge period of time, 
They are a literary people, also... Their 
schools,are very numerous, and their ex- 
aminations are extremely rigid. Quite 
recently, out.of 2,400 students: who tried 
to pass a certain examination only 23 were 
successful, | But notwithstanding their 
intellectuality, the Chineso gre saturated 
with superstition and steeped in the ab- 
surdities of idolatry, 


The savages who inhabit the eastern pait 
of the island are a yory inferior race. They 
liye in small huts on the tops of the moun- 
tains; andin summer range among the 
mountains and through the woods qnite 
naked. “They hate the Chinamen, whom 
they look upon as their oppressors and 
natural enemies, and kill them whenever 
they can, They have no religion, other 
than a pecwdiar form ot nature worship, 


The speaker then went on to describo 
the immense difliculties and dangers which 
he had to encounter on firat anding in 
Formosa. Hoe was shunned by all classes, 
called ‘Foreign deyil” and “ Foreign dog” 
by the children,spat upon, pelted with mud 
and stones, his house repeatedly entered 
and occupied by beggars hired by the liter- 
ati for the purpose, himself and hia mission 
misrepresented to the people by the priests 
and literati, who said that he was a British 
agent sent there to cut out the hearts 
and oyes of people, pack them in tin 
boxes, and send them to England to be 
manufactured into opium. However, he 
obtained the confidénce of a number of 
boys, and contriyed to pick up a little of 
the language from them. With the aid of 
his Ohinego Testament and the ancient 
Chinese classics he was at length enabled 
to master the language sufliciently to make 
himself understood in it ; and four months 
after landing on the island he began preach- 
ing to the Chinese in’ their own tongue, 
Soon the town in which he was staying was 
thrown into wild excitenient by his utter- 
ances. ‘The literati and priests conspired 
together secretly in order to drive him out 
of the place. Placards were posted all 
over the town, Warning tho people to be- 
waro of him, for he carried poisons with 
him. At length a young man came to hia 
house late one night, informed him of the 
great excitement that he was arousing 
and inquired tho nature of his teachings, 
He(Dr. Mackay) sanga hymn to tho 
youny man and read a portion of scripture 
to him. Ho appeared wager for moro in- 
formation and suid he would come again, 
He came often, always at night, boing 
afraid of discovery. He had» keon intel- 
lect, and would come each evening with 
his objections carefally written out, 
Finully he was led to seo the truth and 
embraced Christianity, Henceforth ho 
shared in the revilings of his countrymen 
but did pot waver, and soon began t6 
preach the Gospel which had brought light 
and peace to hissoul, “About nino months 
aftorthis he (Dr: Mackay), in company 
with thip young miu, made his frat tour 
throdgh the island. The terriblo suffor-

did not wear a queue, thought he must be 
a kinsman, and so spared hia life and treat- 
od him and his friend kindly On their 
return they resumed their preaching with 
increased earnestness, aod at longth the 
poople beyzan to listen and to vomo re- 
gularly to hear the Gospel preached. 
The second convert was a young man who 
was a friend of the firstone, but who had 
reviled him for ombracing Christiunity. He 
used to wait for his former companion to 
come out from the house where he had 
been praying or studying with the mission- 
ary, and would spit upon him and strike 
hin in tho faco. Finally, however, the 
lirat convert conquered -his persecutor by 
kindness and persuaded him to come with 
him to be instructed, Ee went away and 
wrote out his objections ad the first had 
dono, but these were.all met and auswered 
no satisfactorily that he was at last brought 
to see the errors of Oonfucianism and 
Buddhism. However, ho was afraid to 
accept Christ on account of his fear of his 
mother. His fear was well-founded, for 
when she learned that -he hud becomo a 
follower of the ** Foreign Devil” she tried 
to kill him, and was only prevented from 
doing so by. the first conyert. But the re- 
sult has been that hor son is not only now 
a native preacher, but sho herself is a child 
of Jesus. Another convert was a member 
of the literati, and was studying for ‘the 
purpose of becoming a mandarin, He used 
to jeer at the missionary and his poor fol- 
lowers as they ata their bowls of rice by the 
roadside... Te chanced to fall sick with 
fever, and his father (who had done more 
than any other man in Formosa to pre- 
judice the people's minds against Christi- 
anity), after overy other means failed, reé- 
sorted to Dr.’ Mackay foraid. He went, 
attended the young man, and succeeded 
in restoring him to health, The young 
man went back to his studies, but was not 
satiefied.’ He began coming to heat the 
Gospel preached, and finally became con- 
verted, and aftorwards, trayelled with Dr. 
Mackay three years as a etudent. . His 
fathor also was brought to the Lord 
through his influence. 

Interesting anecdotes wore also related 
of the conversion of a remarkably shrewd 
carpenter, the soundness of whose religious 
experience Was afterward ‘tested’ by his 
beitg for ayear onda half regularly dis- 
charged from work by ‘his employer every 
Saturday night, when it was found he 
would not work on Sunday. The instance 
of a blind man’s conversion was related. 
Hie had his house torn down by an infuri- 
ated mob ; he was maltreated and cruelly 
porsocuted in the streets ; yet cho lived 
down persecution, and is now au exceed- 
ly valued: member of the church in For- 
moea, 

Tho way ' in whith the young men were 
trhiiod for, their missioj: as preachers was 
explained, They travelled on foot through 
sévery part of the island, and he (Dr, Mac- 
kay) would teqch them aa they walked, 
When they approched a town or Vvilllage; 
they would retire to the sea-shore or some 
secluded spot, ‘The students would have 
Jessona given them to learn, and éach one 
would ‘retire alone, learn his lesson, and 
when it was learned come to him for ex- 
amination, “Towards evenjtig they would 
go ivito the village and préach or dispense 
medicines, Then,after dark, if they could 
find shelter, they would study till mid- 
night again, Thoy were, Iggrning all the 
titie, and they learned from everything. 
They had to travel.with him three years 
before he would allow them to take charge 
of astation.. They were well prepared for 
this work'and were as intellectual as any 
young men that could he fond anywhere. 
The second visit to the savage country was 
reterFUa-ter—The savages of Formosa were 
a most degraded race, afid appeared almost 
imporyious to the influence of the Gos- 
pel. Out of all those to whom he had’ 
preached, (and he had on one occasion ad- 
dressed 1,500 of them) he had only known 
one to become converted. This one was 
the son of the Chief to whom he had al- 
ready referred. He was afterwards tied to 
a tres and shot, his father looking on. A 
Chinése preacher who had been behind 
in the savage country was murdered in cold 
blood together with three guides who wero 
with hin, He (Dr. Mackay) buried the re- 
maing with his own hands, Some of the 
perils and natrow escapes which he and 
his students had experienced were 
related. Qn one occasion he received 
a letter stating that if he entered a 
town where a certain. feast was being 
celebrated he would certainly be killed. 
He wrote back that during the celebration 
of the feast he would surely be preaching 
the Gospe. :" the streets of that city. He 


went. The whole city was i. * ‘¢Tment 
of excitement, He was met byanimmoense 
mob with demonaical looking faces\and ready 
for action, with their queues twisted round 
their heads. He tried to speak but could 
not make himself heard. Although hun- 
dreds in the mob had stones and bricks in 
their hands, strange to say only one stone 
was thrown, That stone struck thespeaker 
in thehead. That was the only injury 
done, and the mob dispersed. The young 
man who threw the stone was the first one 
to become converted in the city, and he 
was now a preacher of the Gospel, In an- 
other city, just as the mob was ready to 
tear them to pieces,a boy in the crowd 
had his head cut by a blow from a beggar’s 
stick. He(Dr. Mackay) instantly made 
his way to the boy and dressed his wound. 

In five minutes the whole tohe of the ‘mob 
was changed, and from regarding him and 
his students with murderous thoughts, they 
showed a willingness to hear them preach. 

His grand wim, the speaker’ said, after 
relating on6é or two other incidents, was to 
make the churches in Formosa self-aupport- 
ing, 80 that that they would not have to 
apply for aid to Canada or elaewhere, He 
believed this end would be attained in six 
years more, Tho results of hia eight years 
of labor were—20 churches with $23, bap- 
tized, and 1,000 other regular. attendants 
who have giyon up the worship: of idols. 
But this work was only a drop in’ the 
bucket, Thore were 816,000,000 heathen 
yot to be saved, Ho closod with an earn- 
est and stirring appeal for aid to carry on 
the mission werk in Formosa. . 

In the afternoon, the Sabbath, Schools 
of the Presbytorian Ghurches assembled in 
the John St. Church, to hear an addross from 
Dr. Mackay, The Rev. gentleman occupied 
noarly on hour in the delivery of # moat 
earnest, instructive and practical address. 

‘The total amount of the collections at

The Snow By-Law. 


7'o the Editor of the Intelligencer. 

Dear Srn,—Lt is hard todecide whieh to 
admire more, the accuracy and care with 
which this model. By-law was drawn, or the 
ingenuity and disinterestednoss with which 
its provisions wero made known. Up to the 
month of Junuary inthis present year of grace, 
our old well-known By-law required the snow 
and ice to be removed from the sidewalks 
after cach snow storm,—and a vory sonsible 
By-law it was too, At this time it was also 
the law, as it always had been, that any por- 
soo depositing or throwing any ashes on a 
public sidewalk was liablo te be finod for com- 
mitting a nuisance, and being the law overy 
citizen must be presumed to have beon aware 
of it. Our City Fathers, somo or ono of,them, 
however, hay-ng read a By-law of some neigh- 
boring city, without of course understanding 
a word of it, decided to amend ours. “What 
the nature of the intended amendmont was it 
is now impossible to say, for I would blush to 
think that even an Alderman would pass such 
a By-law aa the present if he knew and uander- 
stood what he was doing. Ba that as it may, 
tho By-law was passed, providing among other 
things that instead of removing the ice, ashes 
might be strewn over it. As prior to this 
interesting enactment our police authorities 
had held the requirements of the law satisfied 
by removing the snow down to the ice (at least 
outside the business streets), a plain practical 
man without the adyantages of an Aldermanic 
training, would havé tholight that common 
justice, to say nothing of obedience to the law, 
would have required it to be published. Pub- 
lished, ye gods! it wasn’t even prinéed, but 
stowed away among the municipal archives to 
be delved ont when the embarrassed finances 
of the City required assistance, or the taxes 
altogether ceased to come in, 

Now, I submit that it was neither fair nor 
reasonable that men who had obeyed tho law 
as far as they knew it, or could possibly have 
krown it, should be subjected to the iicon- 
venience and unpleasantness of aday in the 
Police Court, ‘followed by the infliction of a 
fine to suitthe whim or gross carelessness of 
the parties responsible for the By-law. In 
other places such By-laws aro printed in the 
public papers and placarded all through the 
city, but then of course their civic treasury 
does not receive such aChristmas-box ag ours, 
The fine- was nominal, only a dollar, yet I 
venture to say that thero were men fined a 
dollar after honestly removing their snow who 
have seen and know little luxuries which they 
would fain purchase for their families even at 
no greater cost, but the chilling ‘can’t afford” 
prevented. 

Now, a word for the By-law itself as it 
stands it only requires tle snow or ice to he 
removed or ashes to be strewn ever,and its re- 
quirements are fulfilled. So if our great snow 
storm comes this month to a depth of eleven 
feet anda half as predicted, all any man 
fronted by a lengtby sidewalk has to do is to 
walk along the top of his fence or the roof-of 
his store and scatter dome ashes over the top 
of the snow and he can defy a legion of blue 
coats and P. M.’s, This is certainly much 
easier than shovelling off the snow as formerly 
required,and 4 grateful public (barring the vic- 
tims fined) clamors for the name of its bene 
factor. If, however, the spirit of restlessness 
should prompt some City Father toalter the law 
oncs more, and relegate us from the sieve to 
the shovel, we pray thathe may find some 
cheaper and more popular way of publishing 
the fact than the loss of two or three hun- 
dred days’ worl, and fines of as many dollarg. 
Perhaps some candidate for re-election will 
inform us who is responsible for this expen-

Apathy in political or municipal affairs is as 
likely to be productive of ovil to public pros- 
pority, a8 a similar course would be in business 
masters. The people of Belleville have been 
noted for that apathy—they grumble at the 
rato of taxation—but they generally vote for 
the men who impose it, The personnel of the 
present Council is, on the whole, fair; a fow 
leading men manage the City affairs, and the 
remainder of the Council erercise a wise dis- 
cretion in allowing them to do #0, Mayor 
Patterson has occupied the civic chair without 
in any way distinguishing himself, though I 
believe he has done his duty, It is generally 
understood that he is satisfied to allow a new 
man to take his place, as it was the under- 
standing last year, when all opposition to his 
election was withdrawn. It is unquestionably 
a good plan to elect a new Mayor each year, and 
at the same time one who is familiar with the 
Cityaffairs and has been trained at the Council 
board. ltis becoming the oustom in leading 
cities to do this, and properly so. Who will 
be our next Mayor, then? There are efficient 
men inthe Council who would make good 
Mayors, and whose business intelligence and 
industry would stand them ia good stead, 
Alderman Jellet would make a good Mayor, 
but nine out of ten of the citizens would vote 
to keep him Chairman of Finance, Alderman 
Dickson would be a good Mayor, but he pre- 
fors the labors of a leader among his brother 
Aldermen and could ill be spared this year. 
Alderman St. Charles is the most likely can- 
didate and would be most likely to be elected. 
Lawyers and merchants seem to have a mon- 
opoly of the Mayoralty, mechanics must be 
content to be Aldermen, Mr. St. Charles is 
a mechanic and a manufacturer and an educa- 
ted intelligent man. He has filled the posi- 
tion of Chairman of some of the most impor- 
tant civic committees, and has been for years 
a hard working membor of the Council. He 
is not a bitter political partizan, and with his 
candidature politics would this year as last 
year beleftin the background. I will ven- 
ture to say that, aside fromthe distinct claims 
Mr. St. Charles has to the nomination, no 
member of the Council, and no ratepayer who 
knows the man would urge a single objection 
to his election, On the contrary I believe the 
working classes, of whom Mr, St, Charles is a 
distinguished exponent, the merchants and 
even the lawyers would feel that his services 
to the city,and his well known fitness for any 
position of trust in the city’s gift, merit the 
recognition of his election for 1881.

THE PACIFIC RAILWAY DEBATE, 


Summary of Sir Charles Tupper’s 





Great Speech, 


(From the Mail.) | 


Orrawa, Dec, 14.—The specch of Sir 
Charles Tupper was naturally looked for | 
with anxiety, and a great deal of interest 
was manifested in the proceedings. Prob- 
ably publio interest culminated in the 
opening of the debate, and this fact alone 
shows how essential it was that the Gov- 
ernment should make ite statement. The 
proposition with which Sir Charles set out, 
yiz., that the present policy but carries out 
a policy expressed in Parliament on pre- 
vious occasions, was an obvious one ;: nor 
was ho out of keepivg with the lanuage, at 
least, of Mr. Mackenzie when he declared 
that the Government had some right to 
expect an almost unanimous endorsation of 
its policy. A private company, aided by a 
grant id money and in land,was the policy 
of 1871, as endorsed by Parliament. It 
was the policy on which the Government 
of 1871 went to the country in 1872, and 
it received the approval of the people. But 
as is well known, the company that had 
undertaken the work, though a strong one, 
wes unable to obtain at time the financial 
aid necessary tothe undertaking, and was 
compelled to reiinquishits charter. Mr. 
Mackenzie's policy of 1874 followed in due 
course. Though condemning strongly the 
shortness of the period within which the 
previous Government had contracted to 
build th work, he nevertheless clung to the 
scheme of building the road through from 
end to end ;andin his speech at Sarnia 
committed himself to the building section, 
in particular,at an carly day. In Parliament 
in 1774 he brought in his railway bill, and 
in the course of his speech contended that 
means provided by the previous Govern- 
ment, viz., $30,000,000 and 50,000,000 
acres of land, were wholly inade- 
quate to the task. He also put forward very 
prominently the ‘‘moral obligation” of Can- 
ada to fulfilthe terms of the bargain—the 
‘treaty’as he called it—with British Colum- 
bia. In pursuance of that policy, Mr. 
Mackenzie entered into the Oarnaryon 
terms, by which he bound the country to 
build the road by 1861, to spend $2,000,- 
C090 perannum in British Columbia, to 
build a waggon road to push on tho sur- 
yeys, and to construct the Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo railway. These terms having 
failed in consequence of the defeat of the 
billin the Senate through Mr, Blake's 
influence, and Senator Penny’s moral 
views of annoyingthe Tories, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie offered the line to public compe- 
tition; and the terms on which he offered 
it have already been made familiar to 
our readers. Sir Charles pointed 
out how, in spite of financial difficul- 
ties which half frightened his Finance 
Minister, Mr. Mackenzie continued from 
year to year to bring forward the necossity 
for constructing the railway and to ask aid 
in money from Parliament to doso. Steel 
rails to the amount of 60,000 tons were 
purchased, and part vf —them™ were sent 
even as far as Yale forthe then and since 
avowed purpose of building the British 
Columbia sections of the railway. Down 
to 1878 Mr. Mackerzie remained true in 
the main to the idea that the best mean 
of getting the railway built was to enlist a 
private company in the undertaking, sub 
sidized by the Dominion in money andio 
lands. Uptothis point, from 1874 t 
1878, Mr. Mackenzie was acting and speak- 
ing as a Minister, but in 1879 he was in 
Opposition; yet even then he was still em- 
phatic in his declaration that the Govern- 
ment of which he was the head had made 
every effort to fulfil the reasonable expecta- 
tions of British Columbia and push the 
railway from Lake Superior westward. 
There appears now to have been this weak- 
ness in Mr. Mackenzie's plans—that he 
was doubtful of the value of the lands of 
the North-West; and though he offered 
40,090,000 acres as asubsidy, he still at 
heart felt that the money was to come 
from the pocketof the people. Last ses- 
sion both he and Mr. Blake confessed that 
such was their beiief, and opened the eyes 
of the people to the narrow escape they had 
had from grinding and oppressive taxation 
for the purpose of building the railways 

On the return of the present Govern- 
ment to power, the policy of 1871 was 
again, as far as possible, reverted to. That 
policy was to utilise the landa of tho North- 
Weat for the purpose of building the rail- 
way, and to minimize as far as possible the 
drain upon the financial resources of | the 
country. Sir Charlos Tuppor's explanctions 
of the reasons why to-day Canada occupies 
8o favorable 9 position ag a tield for immi- 
gration, and why to-day tho land is so much 
more yaluable an asset, were perfectly reu- 
sonable. Lord Beaconsfield’s apt and yal- 
uable speech was an aid in that direction, 
Mr. Pope's timely project of obtaining 
delegates from the agrigultural districts in 
England was a schome the results of which 
must he vast and valuable in the iuture. 
To-day the country stands in the position 
of being able to carry out the policy of 
building the railway mainly out of the land 
of the West. Sir Charles was right, also, 
in contending that had not the Government 
proceeded with sections A and Band with 
the Yale-Kamloopas line the private capitul- 
ists would have taken fright from the Goy- 
ernment’s hesitation, aad the possibilty of 
building the road by a company would have 
been neceasarily abandoned. But they not 
ovly had the satisfaction of knowing that 
they had been enterprising with regard to 
the railway, but also ‘the satisfaction of 
knowing that they had placed tho financial 
condition of the country in such a position 
that Canada took a now and far more favor- 
able rating in the money markets of the 
world, and among the men who engage 
with great capital in vast public undertak- 
ings, Sir Charles’ modo of dealing with the 
present bargain as compared with previous 
propositions was ominoently practical and 
carefully atgtistioal, In 1872 Parliament 
voted in all the sum of $84,700,000, taking 
the land at one dollar per acre, and this 
sum has always been rediouled by the Ro- 
form leaders as miserably insufficient, Mr, 
Mackengie in North Ontario deolared that 
ten dollars might aa well be offered as 
thirty millions in cash, Tn 1874 Mr. Mao- 
kenzio put at Act on the statuto book giv. 
ing him control in money and landa and 
intorest at four per cent, for twenty-tive 
yoara on the coat aboye $10,000 per milo, 
making the total subsidy equal to $104,- 
887,000.

After devoting the afternoon to a dis- | 
cussion of the history of the Pacific rail- 
way from 1871 to 1878, and proving how 
completely the Mackenzie Government 
had committed themselves to the policy of 
building the road, on terms largely more 
expensive than the terms of the syndicate 
bargain, Sir Charles devoted a little space 
after recess to Mr, Blake. He quoted Mr. 
Blako's speech of 1875 to show that that 
gentleman had ridiculed the idea of valuing 
the lands at$l anacre. Hethen alluded 
to the higher value put upon the land for 
Opposition purposes, and gave calculations 
showing how the accounts of the bargains 
under the contract of 1873, the offer of Mr. 
Mackensie under the Act of 1874, and the 
syndicate’s bargain of 1880, would stand if 
the land was calculated at $1.50 and at $2. 
These calculations, after as before recess, 
were sometimes interrupted by remarks 
from the Upposition, and it was noticed 
that Sir Charles inyariably turned the 
table on those who interrupted him ina 
manner that was very brilliant indeed, 
He was repeatedly cheered during these 
episodes, as he was at the close of his speech 
at recess. He quoted Mr. Mackenzie's 
pledye to proceed rapidly with the British 
Columbia section, calculated at that time 
at thirty-five million dollars, as an eyi- 
dence of the reckless manner in which that 
gentleman himself was-ready to proceed 
with a work which now he wishes to stop, 
and thinks extravagantata far less eati- 
mate of cost. He also pointed out that 
at the time when Mr, Mckenzie was taking 
a most cheerful view of the rapid construc- 
tion of the road, that gentleman was 
actually calculating that the road would 
cost one hundred million dollars for con- 
struction and éight million dollars for run- 
ning expenses, besides the interest on the 
cost, which at four per cent. would be four 
milliondollars more, Yet Mr, Mackenzie now 
objects toabargain which gets the road built 
at $78,000,000, with entire freedom from 
all cost of running expenses. Sir Charles 
also took up Mr. Blake's estimates of Jast 
year as tothe cost of the railway, and 
showed that Mr, Blake had actually cal- 
culated the cost at one hundred and twenty 
million dollars last year, to which running 
expenses to the amount of $8,000,000 must 
be added. Yet Mr. Blake’ pretends to 
stand aghast st the idea of getting the road 
built for $78,000,000 without running ex- 
penses, Sir Charles proved from Mr. 
B)ake’s speeches that the sum of $89,000,- 
000 was put down as the cost of a ‘‘mere 
tramway,” and that Mr. Blake and Mr. 
Mackenzie had, after various differences of 
opinion, come together at last in a common 
mutual estimate of $121,000,000 asa the 
proper-cust of a good road. He then took 
up the ex.Finance Minister's estimates of 
the cost of the railway,and showed that that 
gentleman had calculated all the way from 
$100,000,000 to $150,000,000 and $160,- 
000,000. Sir Charles made avery strong 
point as he called attention to the fact that 
Parliament had last session given 100,000,- 
000 acres of land, and yet the Government 
had only disposed of 25,000,000 acres, 
leaving 75,000,000 acres stull in the hands 
of the Government, and that the ultimate 
cost to the country, supposing the interest 
on the money spent to be paid by the Gov- 
ernment, would be no more than $2,000,000 
per annum, the country being entirely free 
from all cost of runniug the road. Sir 
Charles also defended the standing of the 
company that had undertaken to build the 
railway. He repudiated the notion that 
these could or would have any other in- 
terest than one friendly and fayorable to 
the road, in which so much of their for- 
tunes were invested, and to which they had 
committed their character and standing as 
busiaess men. THefact that in making 
terms with the syndicate the Government 
had taken into consideration the impro- 
priety of making the terms so hard and 
strict that either the negotiations would 
have been offor the company would have 
been unable to continue its contracts, was 
atated with a good deal of force and reason- 
ablences. With regard to the adoption of 
the Union Pacific as the standard for con- 
struction, Sir Charles pointed out that the 
same road was made the standard in 1872, 
and that the Union Pacific was an excellent 
specimen of construction. He also called 
attention to what in this connection was a 
strong point, namely, that the road was to 
be the property of the company, and there- 
fore they were greatly interested in having 
it as good aa possible, otherwise the repairs, 
renewals, and maintenance would be an 
enormous expense to them. His view of the 
matter was accepted with a good deal of 
satisfaction in the House. 

Sir Charles made out a very atrong caso 
as regards the outlay the company would 
be called upon to make. In the first plase 
the company would haye to pay a million 
to the Government as security for the con- 
struction, Then they would have to spend 
a million for equipment of the rcad in ope- 
ration. Then they would have to pay the 
Government for the work done west of Red 
River. They would also have to pay large 
sums for immigration end other expenses. 
This view of the matter also appeared to 
take well with the House. Sir Charles 
also discuased the question of freedum from 
taxation for twonty years of the lands ot 
the company, tho ‘* monopoly” question, 
the location of the line, branch lines, &o. 
He also disposed of the fabricated objection 
that the syndicate had the monopoly of 
building branch lines in the North-West, 
and with groat acooptance he read the 
olausea of Mr, Mills’ bill of 1878, which 
proyided subsidies for branch lines, while 
no subsidies are offered the syndicate now 
for that purpose, He explained, on the 
line taken in the Mail, the provisions 
prohibiting branch lines boing built in 
the North-West oxcopt in such direo- 
tions as would not injure the commercial 
intoresta of the rond, He stated that tho 
policy of the Governmont in this mattor 
had been proclaimed in the Railway Oom- 
mittoo room last yoar, and thore had beon 
no dissent. Mr. Mackenzie anid he had 
dissonted, but Sir Oharloa said he must 
havo dissonted in a manner unueuall mild, 
as ho had not heard him. Ho also disouss-

ANGLO-ISRAELISM,

Mr, J. J. Haines (well known os an on 
thusiastic believer in and student of Anglo 
Israolitish doctrines) proceoded to doelivor 
a carefully prepared lecture on the subject. 
The object of the lecture was to prove the 
reasonableness of the theory of tho idonti- 
fication of the lost ten tribes of ITerael in 
the British nation, Hoe protested atrongly 
against tho idea that the thoory of Anglo-

Look at us here i 
Vanada, a nation of only 4,000,- 
000, undertaking the construction 
of a railway which, in respect to the 
difficulties to be overcome in its construc- 
tion, is unparalleled in the history of raul- 
roads. The Anglo-Saxon race throughout 
the world appear to be destined for the ac- 
complishment of some vast purpose, Dr, 
Clarke then cited two or three marks of

will deliyer another lecture.

It is impossible to sustain the read 


without bringing a population into the west wherever théy choose ; they may or- 


country as rapidly as possible. It 
said this is a gigantic monopoly. 
You not only free the lands from 


taxation until occupied, but you create a 
monopoly. If we have one strong point in 
our case it is this: that under the terms of 
the Allan contract of 1873, 54,000,000 acres 
of land were locked up, if you call it locked 
up, by being placed in the bands of a com- 
pany. Under this contract 25,000,000 acres 
ot land only are to be reserved. 
Allan contract of 1873 and the terms of the 
Canada Pacific Railway Act of 1874 these 
parties were entitled to have their Jaod in 
large blocks of 20 miles square; under this 
contract the Government have possession o 
every alternate mile over the whole sec- 
tion and along the whole line of road. 
Can there be any monopoly? Why, under 
the terms ofthe late Government’s Act, the 
Govefnment was bound, as the Government 
of the United States was bound in relation 
to the Northern Pacific Railway to abstain 
from selling an acre under $2.50; 
under this contract, however, we are 
free to give away every acre that 
remains in our possession should the 
public interest warrant it. No policy 
did the hon. gentlemen opposite press more 
strongly upon us than that of not selling the 
land below $2.50 an acre. But we say, we 
should be only too glad to plant a free set- 
Uler upon every acre belonging to the Gov- 
ernment. We hold onthe monopoly point 
that instead of 54,000,000 acres being locked 
up in blocks of 20 miles on each side of the 
road, instead of our being bound to sell at 
no less than $2.50 an acre, we can open up 
to free settlement the 29,000,000 acres the 
Government retains to utilize in the interest 
of the country, over and above the amount 
given the syndicate, or can sell at prices be. 
low the minimum fixed by the terms of 1874, 
What about the terms of a year ago? Read 
the resolution Parliament passed here for 
the appropriation of 100,000,000 acres, and 
you will see how absolutely Parliament 
placed them at the disposal of the Govern- 
ment for use in any way possible, to secure 
the construction of the Canada Pacific Rail- 
way. Instead of having handed over to a 
monopoly, as it may be called, those 100,- 
000,000 acres, we hold 75,000,000 acres in 
hand,to be used for promoting the interests 
of Canada by free settlement, and by

‘The Government 
generously came to their aid. Everybody 
could go on and build branches and come 
with his little bill to the Government for 
payment. What does the Act say? “The 
Governor in Council shall reserve every al- 
ternate section of ungranted lands to the ex- 
tent of ten sections per mile, five on each 
side, exclusive of the sections which, under 
the Dominion Lands Act, may have been re- 
served ax school sections or allotted to the 
Hudson's Bay Co. for the purposes of this 
Act.’ That was as a bonus to these gentle- 
men for the construction of this branch line. 
«Or should the Governor in Council deem it 
expedient, instead of conveying lands to the 
Company, the Company may be paid the 
monies received from the sales of lands on 
the line of, and witbin six miles of said rail- 
way, from time to time, until the Company 
shall have received a sum not exceed- 
ing $10,000 per mile,—giving « claim

do not possess. So far from having 


yielded anything with relation to rates, the 
Governor in Council retains power to levy 
those rates. Nota rate can be collected, not 
acent can be collected by that company for 
anything on their road until the Govern- 
ment, who are responsible to this House, 
whoever they may be, have given their sanc- 
tion to what they believe to be just and 
in the interests of the country. (Cheers.) 
But, sir, we ascertained that, according to 
the law Parliament itself had not the power, 
afterthe rate was fixed, to reduce it, unless 
it could be shown that the Company were 
getting 15 per cent. on their capital. We in 
this contract have changed that, and have 
deprived the Company of the power which, 
under the Gensolidated Railway Act every 
other railway in the country enjoyed, and 
stipulated a lower rate of profit as the point 
at which they may be asked to lower their 
rates. I think, under these circumstances, the 
hon. gentleman's long discussion on a ques- 
tion that was certainly not before the House, 
wak hardly called for. 

Hon. Mr. Anouin—Is the profit to be taken 
upon the capital of the Company or upon 
the whole money expended upon the con- 
struction of the road, because there is a 
great difference. 

Sir Cuas. Torren—The hon. gentleman 
will be greatly relieved to find it is not so 
bad as he had hoped.
